LOCAL FIRM
GETS AWARD

Ferguson & Houston the Success*
ful Bidders for Building the
New City Hall.

HEATING CONTRACT IS LET

————

New Building Will Cost §30,953
and Heating $3125—-Mr.
Nordstrom Makes a
Final Protest.

The council last night awarded the
contract for the construction and heat-
ing of the neéw city hall. Before the
necessary ordinances were passed
Councilman Nordstrom filed his final
protest, but was broad enough to vote
affirmatively for suspension of the
rules, so0 as to not delay the work. The
public property committee opened the
bids yesterday afternoon and present-
ed its recommendations to the council
at the adjourned meeting. The report
wis adopted.

When the report was filea Mr. Nord-
strom wanted to know whether or not
the bid of Ferguson & Houston, the
successful contractors, Included the
cost of grading the lot. Mayor Sur-
prenant told him the bid called for the
excavation necessary to the erection
of the hall, but that some grading
would be required after the bullding
was completed. The cost of this work
would be light, the mayor added.

"Well, the figures show that the new
building i=s going to cost us more than
$40,000," said Mr. Nordstrom. "“When
the proposal was first taken up we
agreed to spend $15000. Then we
ralsed it to $25000, and now we are
arranging for the expenditure of more
than $40,000. 1t seems to me we made
an error when we neglected to buy
the Flavel brick, by purchasing which
we could have savaed pretty nearly $25,-
000. Ii's too late to talk about this
matter, but I just want to give the
oouncil mv idea of the situation.”

Mr. Nordstrom prepared an exhibit
showing the probable total cost of the
hall as follows:

Mr. Nordstrom voted against the re-
port of the public property committee,
which recommended acceptance of the
lowest bids for the construction and
beating, and enjoys the satisfaction of
having dled game.

The bid of the Portland firm con-
tained the specification that plate glass
would entall an additional cost of $586;
Ferguson & Houston added the speci-
fication that plate glass would cost
§700 extra and tile flooring $1500; E.
Gustafson specified §596 extra for plate
glass,

The bid of W. G. McPherson pro-
vided for a hot-blast heating plant, apd
the committee decided that this method
of heating the building would be hest.
A water motor will be used to operate
the ventilating fan, at no cost to the
city.
The buillding will be built by Fergu-
son & Houston, while W. G. McPher-
son will install the heating apparatus.
The bullding must be finished by May
1, 1905, and within five days thereafter
the heating plant must have been In-
stalled. Ferguson & Houston's bond
was fixed at $15,000 and that of Mc-
Pherson at $1500.
The estimate of the cost of the build-
ing compiled by Councilman Nord-
strom does not include the cost of the
furniture. It Is possible that changes
miy be made In the plans before the
buflding is finished, In which event
the cost may be somewhat greater, but
it is thought the
prove satisfactory as it now stands.
The work will be undertaken imme-
diately.

FORT CLATSOP.

“The Plymouth Rock of the Pacific”
by P. W. Gillette,

In his article in the August Paclfic
Monthly descriptive of the expedition
which fixed the site of Fort Clatsop, P.
W. Gillette, the well known ploneer, re-
fers to this ht‘torlc spot:

Lewis and Clark reached and seleots
ed this point on the Tth day of De-
cember, 1505, and on the §th com-
menced to cut down trees, clear land
and bulld their cabing. They erected
seven cabins in all; the smokehouse
was bullt first, in order to have a place
to smoke and dry thelr meat. A store-
house was bullt for thelr ammunition
stores, ete,; & small cabin for Tou-
saint Chabonau, the interpreter, and
his wife, “"Sac-a-ja-wen,” and the re-
malnder of the cabins were used an
quarters for the officers and men, As
soon as the houses were completed,
they constructed a strong  stockade
around the clearing, as a protection
against the Indlans,

The stockade enclosed something
over a half an acre of land, and stood
on the high land, about 200 yards back
from the river: within and on the
north side of the Inclosure was a beau~
titul spring, which supplied the gar-
rison with an abundance of pure water,
After the fort was completed, a nums-
ber of men were get to work Lo survey
and open a trall through the forest to
the ocean, three miles west,

LIGHTNING AND PROFESSORS.

Trying Experience of Scientists on Cal-
ifornia Mountain Peak.

Btanford University, Aug. 8.—Dr,
Barton W. Evermann, assistant in
charge of sclentific Inquiry In the

bureau of fisherles of the United States
fish commission, arrived at Stanford
Baturday from a five weeks' sclentifie
expedition to Mt. Whitney, where he
went In charge of a party of speclals
Ists to Investigate the golden trout and
other specles of mountain fish in the
stréeams of that part of the Slerras,

| In addition to a thorough study of the

golden trout, of Mount Whitney, which
is the most beautiful and In many re-
specis the most Interesting of all
mountain trout, Dr. Evermann reports
that several new specles of fish were
discovered In the streams of high aiti~
tude,

It was Dr. Evermann’'s party that
met with a tragic experlence ina thun-
derstorm in which John Serby, who
had charge of the pack animals, was
killed by lightning, The other mem-
bers of the party had sought shelter
under boulders from the downpour of
rain, but all were more or less stunned
and several of them lost conscious-
ness. Professor Oliver P. Jenkins, head
of the department of physiology at
Btanford, was unconscious for more
than an hour.

As soon as the storm subsided the
party made thelr way down the moun-
taln slde, and not until two days later
were they able to return and rescus
the body of Belby, which had to be
taken down the opposite side of the
mountain on account of the steepness
of the trall by which the party made
the ascent. Those In the party were
Dr. Evermann, Professors R. L. Green
and O. P, Jenkins, of Stanford, Pro-
fessor C. Juday, of the University of
Colorado, and Captaln C. B. Hudson,
sclentific artist.

CHURCH BUILT OF FRUIT,

One of the Old California Missiona Re-
produced at the World's Fair,

Bt. Louls, Aug. 8,—California’s agris
cultural display at the world's falr Is
sp extensive that some of the princl-
pal counties have separate exhibits.
Banta Clara county has constructed a
house of dried fruite, modeled after
one of the old SBpanish mission
churches, bullt In the early days when
Californla was a part of Mexico, This
exhibit Is a pavillon of prunes, peaches
and apricots, with bottles of wine and
olive oll and jars of frults and grapes
a8 window and carner decorations, The
misslon style of architecture has been
observed throughout with Its quaint
overhanging cornlces, niches and dome
for bells,

The bullding Is surmounted by o
perfect model of the Lick observatory
on the top of Mount Washington.
Dried peaches are used am the main
covering of the bullding, with apricots
and prunes as ornaments and cornlces,
and the cross Is made of prunes, The
base Is made of boxes of dried frults,
such as are reared for commercial ex-
hibits, and the artistic fruit church
serves as a sample room, where buy-
ers may see but not purchase Callfor-
nia frults,

Inside I8 a free schools of instruc-
tlon, where world's fair visitors are
tuught how to cook and eat prunes,
The first consignment to arrlve cons
sisted of 13 tons of dried prunes,
which are being served to visitors free
of cost. Coffee miade of prunes, flgs
and graln s also served free in this
odd house, the object being to teach
the world the value of California frults,
both as food and drink. George E.
